1 IQ/'65-1.—Jn exercise of the powers confeued b> Sec¬ 
tion 45, read with sub-section <2) of Section 8 of the Air 
Corporation Act, 1953 (27 of 1953), Air-1 ndia, with the 
previous approval of the Central Government, hereby makes 
the following Regulations further to amend the Air-fndia 
Employees' Service Regulations, namely :— 

1. (1) r l hese Regulations shall be called the Air-incliu 

Employees’ Service -Amendment) Regulations, 
1987. 

2. (2) They Ninll come into force on. the date of their 

publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Air-India Employees’ Service Regulations, for 
Regulation 46 (ii). the following regulations shall be 
substituted : 

46 (ii) The Managing Director may require an employee 
to retire after he attains the age of 55 years on 
giving three months’ notice in writing, without 
assigning any reason. An employee may also, on 
giving three months’ notice in writing, retire volun¬ 
tarily after attaining the age of 55 years or, sub¬ 
ject to approval in writing of the Managing Direc¬ 
tor, at any time on completion of a continuous 
service of not less than 25 years. 

Provided that the Managing Director, in writing, 
may direct that the employee who has given three 
months’ notice in writing shall not cease to be in 
the employment of the Corporation and the notice 
given shall be kept in abeyance under the follow¬ 
ing circumstances : — 

(a) any disciplinary action is pending against the 
employee or any disciplinary proceedings arc 
proposed to be taken against the employee by 
the appropriate authority; or 

(b) any proceedings arc pending or likely to be 
initiated against him for any offence involving 
moral turpitude or any action lias been brought 
against the employee by the Customs Autho¬ 
rities under the Foreign Exchange Regulation 
Act, 1973 or the rules made thereunder. 

'NOTH : For the purpose of this Regulation the term 
"continuous service’ shall include uninterrupted service ren¬ 
dered before joining the Corporation under Central Govern¬ 
ment, vState Government, Defence Service, Public Sector 
Undertakings, owned or Controlled by Government, autono¬ 
mous organisations and other Governmental agencies, pro¬ 
vided, that there is no break between the date of leaving 
lhe service in the above-mentioned organisations and the 
date of joining the service in the Corporation. For the 
purpose of this Regulation, if the intervening period between 
cessation of service under Government and other agencies 
mentioned above, and the date of joining the service in the 
Corporation does not exceed the normal joining time admis¬ 
sible under the Central Government rules on transfer 
to join the duties of a new post, such intervening period 
shall not be treated as ‘break’. 
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la the said regulations after regulation 46 (in) the follow¬ 
ing regulation shall be added :— 

46 (iv) The entitlement of retirement benefits to an Air- 
India employee, under the Air India Employee Ser¬ 
vice Regulations, Air India Employees Passage 
Regulations or any other regulation or/and rules, 
administrative orders in force from time to time, 
shall be determined on the outcome of the pro¬ 
ceedings initiated under the proviso to Regulation 
46 (ii), if any.
